O'Connor asked the Board to consider maintaining a singular tax rate for all classes .The 
new rate will be $12.56 for every $1000 of property value for Fiscal Year 2017. The 
Board of Selectmen unanimously voted a residential factor of 1, citing the hardship if 
they went to a two-tier tax rate on the small amount of commercial/industrial properties.
